Last week, a stor 
initiated by Austr 
lian Associated Press 
and circulated to 
most newspapers con- 
veyed the news that 
the NSL had dropped 
a small bombshell 
(thank heavens it 
wasn’t a big one in 
these desperate days 
of terrorist activity) by 
confirming that two 
teams could be rele- 
gated from each divi- 
sion this year. 


It not ge 
that, with the natio- 
nal competition two- 
thirds complete, we 
are still finding out 
how the relegation 
issue works? 

How could two 
teams instead of the 
normal one be kicked 
out? 


That's comparative- 
ly easy to explain. 
There has to be a | 
plas in the NSL re- 
s d for a NSW 
Federation club to be 
promoted and 
similarly one from 
Victoria. 


These promoted 
teams must replace 
clubs under the 
urisdiction of the 
SW and Victorian 
Federations. 

This raises the in- 
triguing proposition 
that, if Adelaide City, 
West Adelaide, Bris- 
bane City and Bris- 
bane Lions are the 
bottom teams in the 
NSL Southern Divi- 
sion, the Victorian 
team which finishes 
fifth from bottom 
must get the chop in 
addition to the, inter- 
state team which 
actually runs last. 

And if Newcastle 
and Canbe! fill the 
last two places in the 
Northern Division, 
then it'll be a case 
of‘‘goodbye” to the 
NSW club finishing 
third from bottom. 

Understand? Let's 
hope so. 


Maybe the answer 
is for the simplest 
form of promotion 
and relegation to be 
brought in. 

In other words, let 
the bottom team in 
each division go out 
to be replaced by the 
top team in the NSW 
State League and the 
Victorian State 
League. 

Using such a sys- 
tem, which seems to 
work adequately all

ROD BROWN — A 
STRIKING STAR 


against St George. 


On the day, Rod 
Brown was the most 
impressive. 

Tall, strong, fast 
and with a powerful 
shot, he is as Mark 
Jankovics was some 
eight years ago. 

He exudes strength, 
speed and talent and 
with the exuberance 
of youth, he flashes 
about the field, in ex- 
plosive, exciting 
action. 

Jankovics, now. a 
mature professional, 
does not squander his 
talent as the young 
player may do. 

He knows what he is 
about, and that he 
must be as effective at 
the end of the game as 
at the start. 

There is strength of 
character in his game 
now which was not so 
noticable as a young 
man. 

Indeed, Manfred 
Schaefer let him go 
from St George as a 
young player because 
he considered him too 
inconsistent. 

This proved a loss to 
Saints and a gain to 
Marconi where he has 
been a consistent 
goalscorer for many 
years.

David Lowe is a 
quick, neat striker 
with good dribbling 
skills which will need 
to be improved if he 
wishes to make a ma- 
jor impact on the 
game.

The “target man” 
abounds in England, 
where back players 
pump balls up to him 
and the lays them off 
for supporting 
players. 

The target man is 
not prevalent any- 
where else in the 
world, including Aus- 
tralia. 


Consequently Eng- 
lish strikers such as 
Morgan are often 
handicapped when 
coming here and fin- 
ding their team mates 
unable to hit the accu- 
rate long balls which 
they had been used to 
in England. 


Nor do they usually 
get the type of early 
support that they need 
to be effective. 

If team mates do not 
arrive to support the 
target man as he re- 
ceives the, ball, he can 
look very ordinary, 


especially as he is not 
usually a mobile play- 
er, or skilful with his 
feet.

The strongly built 
Morgan has de- 
veloped the skills of a 
target man — the 
various ways to win 
space to get away 
from markers, the 
ability to lay the ball 
off, usually back, with 
foot or head. 

Like most English 
strikers and LL 
target men he is very 
good in the air. 

He much preferred 
diving headers at goal 
than volleying with 
his feet, so much so 
that one very critical 
spectator questioned 
whether he was able 
to use his feet.

ALTHOUGH the venues allocated to 
various groups and teams in next year’s 
World Cup are supposed to be secret, 
England had a strong tip that they will be 
playing in the Monterrey group. 


This has upset Eng- 
lish officials, who re- 
ckon Monterrey is the 
worst possible place 
to be based. 

Not that they have 
anything against the 
town itself — it’s simply 
that Monterrey gets 
VERY hot and it is also 
the nearest area to sea 
level in Mexico. 

All other places 
allocated World Cup 
games are from 5,000 
to 8,000 ft above sea 
level, while Monterrey 
is only 1,500 ft high. 


While this would 
make playing condi- 
tions there easier, 
Monterrey would be 
most unsuitable for 
teams trying to be- 
come acclimatised to 
higher altitudes. 


Mexico City is 7,500 
ft high and Tolucca is 
even higher. Clearly 
the teams living and 
playing in such places 
would be able to 
handle altitude better 
than those living in 
Monterrey.
